The adobe land 
has been so saturated that nearly all w ill have 
to lay idle till next season. Thousands of sacks 
of grain on the river bank and along the rail­ 
road are damaged. 
Large quantities will have 
to be resacked, with great waste. The farmers 
are blue over the prospects. Nearly 2.50 inches 
ol rain has iallcn since yesterday morning. 
Livermoke, October 21st.—Nearly half an 
inch oi rain has fallen since morning. Total 
for the storm, over 3 inches. The prospects arc 
that we will have more to-night. So heavy a 
storm at this Eeasou of the year is unprece­ 
dented. Over a thousand tons of hay in bales 
and stacks are still in the fields, and considera 
ble ot it is badly dam ag'd. 
Fully *10,000 worth 
of raisins were caught out in the storm, and the 
loss w ill be heavy. The probabilities are that 
some of these raisins w ill be bauled to the dis­ 
tillery and converted into brandy.

T h e " C h ron icle’*” L a test S en sa tio n S eem s 
to b e E n tirely E xp lo d ed . 
Carson (Nev.), October 21st.—Last Sunday's 
Chronicle c eated a sensation here to-day. It 
gave a two column account o f ih e mysterious 
abduction of a woman calliDg herself Kay 
Foster, and connected her with George Give- 
vich of this city and stated that she had been 
shot by him in Carson, and that he had caused 
her abduction in order to get her out of the way 
as she knew a dark secret of his life. 
Miss Ray Foster called herself Eva Llewilen 
w hile in this city, and the habit of wearing a 
loug blue ulster caused her to be nicknamed 
the “Bue Jay.” She lived at the Palace for a 
w hile aud then took apartments near Capitol 
Square because she was infatuated with George 
Givevich. 
Last November she went to the rear rooms of 


Bryson <fc Givevich’s saloon and rang the elec­ 
tric beil. 
Mr. Bryson went in. A few m inutes 
after a shot was fired. Givevich, who was tend­ 
ing bar, went and found the woman apparently 
dying. 
H alf a dozen persons were in the bar-room at 
the tim e and agree that Gievevich was behind 
the bar when the shot was fired and not in the 
room with the woman. 
The next day a dispatch came from a man in 
San Francisco named Bullock that he would be 
responsible for all bills in having her properly 
cared for. 
Givevich, on the strength o f the dispatch, 
paid everything and posted about Si, 100 in bills 
occasioned by her sickness. 
After her recovery she left town, but about 
three months ago returned aud demanded that 
Givevich marry her. 
He declined aud she 
went to San Francisco and began to write let­ 
ters annoying Givevich. 
These letters were all in the same handw rit­ 
ing. but signed by different persons and sent to 
newspapers and private individuals in Carson. 
Over a dozen are now in Givevich’s possession, 
and one of them claim s that the writer of the 
letter did the shooting and is signed “Mur­ 
derer.” 
I t is believed here that the woman “ faked” 
the abduction and “fooled” the authorities and 
the Chronicle. She is expected here alm ost any 
day with another gun.

I h e Toj»eka citizen writes further, and states 
that the city wa* all agog over the rumor that 
two prominent men, who had held high posi­ 
tions uuder the old regime, were under arrest 
in Chicago.

“Now, Bowman, I’ll give you three minutes 
to get out ot these grounds.’’ said Chambers. 
Bowman did not move, and an instant later

Chambers walked into the house, and a t l p . m . 
was still there awaiting arrest, while Bowman’s 
body was in a pool of blood in the yard, nobody 
venturing to touch it, as the Coroner had not 
yet arrived. 
Bow man was one of the best-known m en in 
St. Louis, although of somewhat unsavory rep­ 
utation. His matrimonial troubles with his 
mother-in law, wife and others are fam iliar to 
the readers of the papers during the past year. 
Chambers was at one tim e prominent in this 
city. 
He was President of the Butchers’ and 
Drovers' Bank, which failed a dozen yeais ago 
After this he bought out the Times, and staid 
with it until it failed. 
At 5 o clock the Sheriff arrived at Chambers’ 
house and placed the murderer under arrest. 
He was jailtd at Clayton, aud refuses to talk.

Dillard 
went out with the gun and was shot dead by 
the w ife’s paramour. 
The woman broke down several tim es while 
telling the story.

omew went to rent the farm eo they m ight all 
live together, and when Mrs. DillaTd would 
not agree to that he wanted her to go west with 
him . This she relused to do so long as her hus­ 
band lived, and the result was the determina­ 
tion to murder him . Mrs. Dillard is 32 years 
old.

Healy got up on the other 
side with a revolver in bis hand. He was twice 
adm onished before he fired the shot—once by 
Phillips, the conductor, who said, “None of 
that,’’ when he lowered the revolver, aud next 
by Frank Rife, the fireman, who Baid, “For 
God's sake, don’t kill the man here.” 
He deliberately turned to Rife and said, “ If 
you speak again I w ill kill you.” He then raised 
the gun at F »x and taid. ‘T il shoot, anyhow,” 
aud fired. The shot entered Fox’s brain. He 
lingered for a week and died.

P h il a d e l p h ia , October 21st.—Seven o f the 
survivors of the steamer Earn moor, w hich 
foundered at sea when 300 m iles off Turk’s 
Island, arrived to day. 
They tell a s ory of terrible suffering. The 
Earnmoor struck a terrible gale on Sent?mber 
4th, and on the following day the vessel found­ 
ered. As the steamer sank the port life-boat 
floated off. 
The second officer, second and 
third engineers, four sailors, three firemen and 
a cook clung to the boat and scrambled in. An 
effort was made to save the rest of the crew but 
the boat was blown away so that no more could 
be saved. 
The cries o f the drowning men as they were 
dashed about by mountainous waves cosld be 
heard bv the men iu the boat. 
“The horrors of hunger on the second day be­ 
came awful,” said Crane, one of the survivors. 
“Rut we managed to pick up some seaweed 
which gave us a little nutriment. On the third 
day a flying-fish was caught. That was im m edi­ 
ately cut up in portions for each man aud de­ 
voured. \V e also captured a sea bat and sucked 
its blood and then ate the flesh after it had 
dried in the sun. 
“ The first man to die was a seaman and the 
second was the third engineer. 
“O neD igbta German fireman nam ed Flagg, 
who was on watch, sudakenly beccme insane 
and jumped overboard. 
“Eleven vessels passed us. One, a British bark, 
we are certain saw us, and deliberately left us 
to our fate. 
“ When 300 m iles off Ilatteras we were picked 
up by & schooner. We were so weak we had to 
be lifted upon the vessel's deck, and one of our 
m en, a Norwegian, fell overboard aud was 
drowned.”

THE CORONER INVESTIGATES A MYS­ 
TERIOUS DEATH IN CHINATOWN. 


L im A h Y ock , a C olu sa R a n ch M an, 


S u sp ected to H a v e M et W ith 


F o u l 
P lay. 


Lim Ah Yock is the name of a Chinaman 
who for several years past has with one 
K im Suey conducted a fruit ranch in Co­ 
lusa county. 
Early last week Lim shipped a large 
cargo of dried fruit to San Francisco for 
sale. 
He accompanied the consignment to 
the metropolis, and attended in person to 
the disposition of it. 
H e realized from the 3ale between $800 
and $900. 
He spent several days in San Francisco, 
visiting his friends and acquaintances. On 
Thursday he took the train for this city, 
arriving here in the afternoon. T hat even­ 
ing he visited some of his consins in the 
Chinese quarter, and later on dropped into 
Quong Sun Chung’s store on Third and I 
streets. A sociable dom ino game was in 
progress there, and Lim was invited to take 
a hand. 
He did so, and it is said by his 
friends lost about $10. 
It was well known 
to those who were in the store with him 
that be had considerable money, and tbev 
tried to persuade him to continue after he 
had los: the $10. 
Lim, however, said he 
had gambled 
enough, and being tired 
wanted to go to bed. A professional gam ­ 
bler named Ah Foy suggested that Lim re­ 
m ain at the store and join the party in a 
sociable “ pipe.” 
Lim finally consented, 
and also consented to partake of some gin 
which was proffered him . 


EFFECT OF THE DRAUGHT. 
Shortly after drinking the gin Lim be­ 
came unconscious and remained in that 
condition all nigfit in the back room of the 
store. The next day, Friday, he was de­ 
lirious, and was attacked w ith terrible fits 
of vomiting. 
On Saturday the occupants 
of the store became alarmed at Ltm ’s con­ 
dition and had him removed to the Chinese 
hospital across tbe street from the store. 
H ere the sick man had another relapse 
and all the efforts of the resident Mongol 
physicians to revive him were in vain. 
Un Sunday m orning Lim died and after 
considerable delay the m atter was reported 
to the Coroner, with the explanation that 
the deceased had indulged in “ too muchee 
opium ." 
There was no money to be found 
upon the remains. 
No particular attention was paid to tbe 
case until yesterday, when Lim Koy, a 
relative of the deceased, arrived from San 
Francisco and called upon the CoroDer. 
H e stated that he had no doubt but that 
his relative 


HAD I1EEN MUBDEREI) 
For his m oney. Koy, who, by the way, 
speaks English fluently, stated that he had 
investigated the m atter and had learned 
that Lim bad only lost $10 at the gambling 
table and had over $800 on bis person when 
he drank that fatal draught of gin. 
“ The 
members of our society are enraged over 
this foul m urder,” said Koy, “and they 
will assist m e in every possible way in 
having the m nrdereis 
arrested. 
They 
have the nam es of men now who know 
som ething about the affair and whom you 
may exam ine if you desire to hold an in ­ 
quest.” 
Deputy Coroner George H . Clark in ­ 
formed the Chinam an that he would hold 
an investigation by all means, and was 
ready to proceed at once. 
The witnesses 
named by the deceased's friends were sum ­ 
moned and their testimony taken in the 
afternoon. 
Ah Lef, a cousin of the deceased, stated 
that he had seen Ltm Ah Yock on T hurs­ 
day. He was then in the best of health 
and spirits. 
He was not a m an who gam ­ 
bled m u ch ; neither was he an inveterate 
opium-smoker. 


DID NOT GAMBLE HEAVILY.

deceased was there, and was positive that 
the latter ceased playing dominoes after 
losing $10. The witness left the store when 
gambler Foy was m aking overtures to Lim 
regarding joining him in a friendly “pipe” 
and a glass of gin. 
Several other Chinamen who had seen 
the deceased on Thursday were positive 
that they never knew him to be enjoying 
better health than he was then. 
“Now.” eaid Lim Koy, after the last wit­ 
ness had been examined, “there is one man 
that ought to be questioned. 
H e is the 
head m an of the Qaong Sun Chung store. 
They call him ‘F at Boy,’ but his right name 
is Ah Pang." 
Deputy Clark sent for tbe m an, and he 
arrived half an hour later. In answer to 
questions 
by the D eputy 
Coroner, he 
made the following statement: 
“I know 
the dead m an. 
H e is a rancher at Colusa. 
I went to San Francisco on Tuesday last 
and returned on Friday. The m an was 
then s’ck in the back of my store. One of 
my men told me that he had lost all his 
money the night before in a dom ino game. 
He was very sick all day Friday and that 
night, and the next day I had him taken to 
tbe hospital. If he was robbed in my place 
I don’t know anything about it. I don’t 
think be was, though. 
I think he gambled 
all his m orny cff, and then, being afraid to 
go home and face his partner, com m itted 
suicide.” 
THE INQUEST. 
An inqnest was held by the Coroner last 
evening in the m atter, and the testimony 
given by the Chinam en was read to the 
jury. 
After about five miDutea’ deliber­ 
ation tbe jury found that Lim came to his 
death from an overdose of opium or other 
poison in a m anner unknow n to them .

AH SING’S AGENT TELLS HIS STOEY 
TO JUDGE VAN FLEET. 


X. H op-R aising 
a

.la n ce* Tliat M ade it so in 
A ll Sing's Case. 


In 
D epartm ent Two of the Superior 
Court yesterday the hearing was resumed 
of the m otion to set aside a judgm ent ob­ 
tained by W . H . Bagwell against A h Sing 
On a confession alleged to have been ob 
tained from the latter by fraud. The pro 
ceedings opened by Mr. Brusie, attorney 
for Ah Sing, calling as a witness Bagwell 
him self. 
W itness testified that in January, 
1889, he made an arrangem ent w ith Ah 
Bing to furnish the latter with horses. The 
num ber used varied from two to seven, and 
their term of service continued till October. 
H e thought that the horse-hire would 
am ount to about one horse per day for 600 
days, at 50 cents each. A h Sing not hav­ 
ing feed for them , witness furnished it, and 
charged at the rate of 50 cents per head, or 
$1 a day altogether. H e denied that Ah 
Sing was to have the horse feed in consid­ 
eration of doing some grubbing. 
W itness, in reply to questions by Mr. 
Brnsie, testified that Ah Sing owed him 
$1,600 for horse-hire, m oney advanced and 
hills paid for him , etc. He could not 
specify the item s without his hooks, and 
these were at his home, some twenty m iles 
in the country. 
Being pressed, witness remembered a 
few items (about $100) tnat he claimed to 
have paid for Ah Sing, such as black- 
sm ithing, etc. 
Asked if he or his wife Lad removed any 
leaves from a book containing accounts of 
A h Sing with J. D. Lockhart, witness re­ 
plied in the negative. H e remembered 
paying Ah Sing $100 in cash about last 
May. and had paid other sums. 
W itness said he had commenced a suit, 
through Mr. Pickett, against Ah Sing for 
$800. 
H e was asked why he commenced a suit 
for $800. when, as claimed. Ah Sing owed 
him $1,600. 
W itness replied th at there had been no 
settlem ent at that tim e. Ah Sing owed 
him about that amount. 
Judge Van Fleet—"H ow could you m ake 
an affidavit on attachm ent, if you did not 
know the exact am ount due you?" 
Mr. Brusie—"The affidavit was made by 
M r. Pickett.” 
Judge Van Fleet — “How could Mr. 
Pickett m ake affidavit to a specific sum, 
w hen Bigwcli himself admits that he did 
not know exactly how much A h Sing owed 
him ?" 
The witness explained that he knew that 
A h SiDg's indebtedness was m uch more 
than $800.” 
W itness said that at the tim e Ah Sing 
Bigned the confession of judgm ent he was 
present in Mr. Pickett’s office. There were 
present Pickett, the witness, Ah Sing and 
the office boy. Did not think Chung Kee 
was there. A man named Sm ith served 
the papers on Ah Sing. The affidavit was 
read to Ah Sing by witness, before it was 
signed. 
Mr. Pickett also read it over to 
him . Ah Sing signed one that was uo 
good, and then he signed another. 
W itness said he saw Ah Sing the day be­ 
fore the papers were signed, but had no 
conversation w ith him . 
Being ssked as to the conversations with 
A h Sing on that day, witness said he bad 
no recollection thereof, and could not have 
had an interview with J . D. Lockhart in 
w hich he is alleged to have said that hehad 
just seen Ah Sing and would have some 
m oney for Lockhart the next day. 
H e adm itted having seen Lockhart after 
he got the money from the Sheriff, but 
could not rem em ber w hat passed between 
them . 
The Court—"W hat was the purpose of 
niakiDg out two conlessions of judgm ent 
against Ah Sing?” 
W itness—“One was defective.” 
T he Court—"W hat became of it?” 
W itness—"It was destroyed.” 
The Court—"W hy did you m ake the 
confession of jndgm ent for $800, if Ah 
Siug owed you $1,000?” 
W itness—"Because we bad no settle­ 
m ent, hut I knew that Ah Sing owed me 
$800.” 
The Court—“ Then you gueased at the 
am ount in m aking out the confession of 
judgm ent?” 
W itness—“ Well, I didn’t expect to get 
any more than that.” 
The Court—“How m any acres of hops 
did Ah Sing have?” 
W itness—“A bout twenty acres.” 
The Court then exam ined the witness at 
considerable length regarding the length of 
tim e it would take to plow the ground and 
afterward to cultivate the hops. 
W itness said it would take about ten 
days to go over the ground each tim e, and 
th at the hops were cultivated about five 
tim es during the season. 
H e claimed that 
A h Sing U3ed the horses for other purposes 
also. 
The Court—“Now, Mr. Bagwell, will you 
swear positively that 200 days’ work for 
one horse was done by Ah S ng?” 
The witness replied that his accounts 
ahowed that GOO days’ work were done, and 
he would swear to their correctness. 
The Court asked witness if he was look­ 
ing for Ah Sing on the day before the con­ 
fession of judgm ent was signed, and he re­ 
plied that he was not. 
The Court—"Then, if you told anybody 
th at you were looking for Ah Siug on that 
day, it was not true?” 
W itness—“It was not.” 
T he Court then subjected the witness to 
a rigid exam ination as to the sum s of 
m oney draw n by him from W agner for 
A h Sing. 
Bagwell said he started to keep sn ac­ 
count of such moneys, but afterward gave 
it up. 
He was asked by the Court how he ex­ 
pected to ever settle w ith Ah Sing, if he 
kept no account of moneys drawn by him 
for Ah Sing and paid out for the latter. 
The explanation given by witness was 
decidedly vague and ram bling, and the 
Court finally rem arked: 
"T hat’s all I want to ask him about the 
accounts." 
In reply to questions by attorney W hite, 
witness stated that the hop-ground was 
plowed twice. 
Mr. W hite started in to get witness to tell 
w hat wagons, harness, etc., of his Ah Sing 
had used, but the Court interrupted and 
aaid that nothing outside of what was 
charged for in the com plaint would be ad­ 
m itted. 
H e wanted to get at the bottom 
of this m atter, and would restrict the testi­ 
m ony to its proper lim its. 
On cross-sxam iration witness testified 
that there was no dispute between him and 
A h Sing as to the charge for horse-hire, 
and that Ah Sing adm itted it to be correct. 
At this juncture the Court again took the 
witness in band and tried to secure from 
him some information as to where he got 
the $700 with which he had charged Ah 
Sing as advanced by him . The inquiry was 
long, rigid and not very productive of tan­ 
gible results, the witness finally claim ingto 
have had the money in his house in a bu­ 
reau drawer. 
The inquiry brought out the fact that Ah 
Sing's hop crop was mortgaged to W agner 
for $2,400, of which $1,000 was for witness' 
benefit. 
To attorney W hite witness said he be­ 
lieved his nam e was m entioned in the crop 
mortgage, but the document was at his 
house. 
. 
W itness identified a docum ent ip his own 
band-writiDg embodying the several sums 
alleged to be due him by Ah Sing. He said 
it was at his request ¡hat Mr. Pickett drew 
up the complaint, and upon data furnished 
by him (Bagwell). 
In preparing the com plaint Mr. Pickett 
bad been informed th8t A h Sing owed wit­ 
ness a; least $800. 
H is books were in Pick­ 
ett's office, and show ed claims against A h 
Siug to the am ount of $1 600. 
To the Court witness said that the settle­ 
m ent was made with Ah Sing several days 
after the ta it was brought, and to attorney 
W hite he said Ah Sing was informed of the 
comm encement of the suit. 
W itnesscould 
no t remember w hether he had any arrange­ 
m ent with Ah Siug by which the latter was 
to meet him at Pickett’sjoffice to sign the 
confession of judgm ent. 
¿T h en the parties m et at Pickett’s office 
A n Sing asked Pickett w hat he (A h Sing) 
could do to favor him (Bagwell), and 
Pickett told him that he could m ake a 
confession of judgm ent. 
W itness then went over the m atter of 
the preparation of two confessions of ju d g ­ 
m ent and the destroc'ion of one of them, 
which was defective. 
He denied some of 
the allegations contained in Ah Sing's affi­ 
davit regarding the alleged párpese for 
w hich the confession of judgm ent was 
given. A week or so afterward Ah Sing 
tried to borrow some m oney from witness, 
and the Iatt»r refused on the ground ihst 
Ah Sing still owed him a large sum of 
money. 
Ah Siug said he wanted the 
money to leave town, owing to some 


trouble between himself and another Chi­ 
naman. 
On the Tuesday following the confession 
of judgm ent witness said he received the 
money, some $400. from the Sheriff. 
To Mr. Brusie witness could not remem­ 
ber having ‘ O. K .’d" a bill for some pipe 
got by Ah Sing from a plum bing firm, and 
did not know w hether some pans ordered 
by him self were included in the bill. 
Continuing, witness denied that be bad 
placed $300 insurance on the hop-house 
that had been destroyed by fire, aDd denied 
several other pointed queries made by Mr. 
Brusie. 
In regard to others his memory 
was sadly at fault. 
Of the $400 drawn by him from W agner 
for Ab Sing he (Bagwell) used $200 with 
which to pay some rent owed by him . The 
other $200 Ah Sing drew from him in 
sm all sums, but be did not have the sums 
all set down in his accounts. H e drew 
$719 in all 
from W agner, which was 
charged to Ah Sing against the latter’s 
mortgage. The understanding was that all 
moneys to be charged to Ah Sing were to 
go through witness' hands. 
If Ah Sing re­ 
ceived other sum s witness thought it m ust 
have been w ithout his (witness’) knowl­ 
edge. He used money in his hands belong­ 
ing to Ah Sing at various times. He paid 
Mr. Pickett $G0 as attorney's fees. 
To Mr. W hite witness said that all the 
m oney received from W agner for Ah Sing 
had been paid to the latter or on bis 
account. 
The case was continued till this morning 
to give Bagwell tim e to go to the ranch and 
get his account books. 


BROWN’S TESTIMONY. 


It S ettles the Case o f Tom D em psey in 
the P olice Court. 
Thom as Dempsey and W illiam Getty, 
who were arrested for fighting on Saturday 
night, were exam ined in the Police Court 
yesterday. 
Dempsey, upon being asked to give an 
explanation of the affair to the Court, 
stated that he wa9 drinking in a saloon 
when a stranger approached him and in ­ 
formed him that "there was a feller outside 
that wanted to lick him ." 
Dempsey at 
once repaired outside and as soon as the 
"fe lle r’ was pointed out to him be “jest 
shoved him off of the sidewalk.” 
Getty was unable to enlighten the Court 
to any great extent regarding the particu 
lars of the affair. 
‘ I was standin’ on the 
sidewalk,” he said, "an ’somebody knocked 
me into ther street. I don’t know who it 
was or what he hit me with, as I was pretty 
full. But there’s a feller nam ed Brown 
here what saw the hull bizuess.” 
“ Is Mr. Brown in the Court room ,” asked 
Judge Buckley. 
Yes, he was there, and was placed on the 
witness stand. 
H e said he was perfectly 
sober at the time, and saw Dempsey knock 
Getty down and kick him w ithout any 
provocation whatever. 
Dempsey said he would like to plead 
guilty, and Judge Buckley fined him $30, 
with the alternative of spending thirty days 
in jail. Getty was discharged from custody. 


YESTERDAY’S STORM. 


D am age D one to B uildings and Sewers 
by tb e G reat Downpour. 
Considerable damage was done to build­ 
ings by yesterday’s severe storm . About 
the worst was that to a house in the alley 
between 
N , 
O, 
Twelfth 
and 
T hir­ 
teenth streets, owned by George H ack, 
and occupied by O. H . L inn. T he ex- 
isive accumulation of water about the 
base of the building had the effect of u n ­ 
derm ining the supports, and the house 
careened partly over. None of the inm ates 
were hurt, and they pluckily staid by the 
half-wrecked structure. 
One of the traps in the roof of the H ale 
Bros.' buildiD g, at N inth and K streets, be­ 
came displaced in some m anner, end the 
water came pouring down into the interior 
of the building. The contents of severel 
of the rooms on the upper floor were dam ­ 
aged, and water came through down to the 
first floor into the dry goods departm ent. 
The goods were but slightly damaged, 
however, most of the injury being to the 
occupants of the upper floor. 
The storm yesterday caused the sewer 
crossing Twenty-first street, at R, to cave 
in, and teams th at passed there last night 
did so at great peril. 
W orkm en will u n ­ 
doubtedly be sent out to repair the damage 
this m orning. 


“ W ent Oft’ H alf Cocked.** 
F. McMillan, the m an from whom a gun 
was stolen last Monday on the Haggin 
Grant, came to the police station yesterday 
and accused Jailer Farrell of denying that 
the gun had been found, until he (McMil­ 
lan) offered the gun a9 a reward to the 
officer who would convict the thief. Mc­ 
M illan claims that be bad no sooner made 
the offer than Farrell produced the gnn. 
Officer Farrell denied McMillan’s story, 
and branded him as the m eanest of liars. 
Farrell says the gun was produced im m edi­ 
ately when the owner asked about it. 
To show the absurdity of M cM illan’s 
charge, the newspapers announced directly, 
after officers Harvey and Carroll had found 
the gun in a second-hand shop, that it was 
at the police station, awaiting its owner. 


M orelli D ischarged. 
Police Judge Buckley dismissed 
the 
charge of battery preferred against Police­ 
m an Morelli by his sister-in-law, yester­ 
day. The Judge stated, however, that be 
did not take this action because he be­ 
lieved Morelli innocent of the charge. On 
thecontrary, be considered him guilty. But 
a verdict of guilty in a caae of this kind, he 
said, would ODly intensify the bitter feeling 
existing between Morelli and his relative 
and no particular good would be accom­ 
plished by fining him .

H e claimed 
that he was intoxicated at the time, other­ 
wise he would not have attem pted to make 
Legg "divvy.” 
Judge Bucklev ordered 
Peter held to answer tbe charge before the 
Superior Court, w ith bail fixed at $2,000.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


TWO SIDEWALKS THAT ARE CAUSING 
A DEAL OF TROUBLE. 


Colonel 
M cNasser Says B is G rade 
is 
Official—Unpaid Billa for F uel 


—B ergm an’s N em esis. 


T he Board of City Trustees m et in reg­ 
ular weekly session yesterday morning, all 
the members being present. E. H . W ill­ 
iams, Chief Engineer of the W ater Works, 
reported that for the week ending October 
20th 30,027,500 gallons of water had been 
pum ped. The H olly pum p was in oper­ 
ation 136 hours and the Stevens pum p 72 
hours. 
There was but one bid received for lay­ 
ing a stoue sewer-pipe in the Seventeenth 
street canal beyond R street, and the 
awarding of the contract was laid over one 
week, or until more bids are presented. 
The lease by the city of the property 
back of the Station-house, which is to be 
used as a yard in which to employ the 
prisoners at breaking rock, was read aDd 
signed. 
The Southern Pacific Company 
owns the property. 
The H untington-H opkins Company ad­ 
dressed a comm unication to the Board, 
giviDg a statem ent of the am ount of coal 
furnished the W ater W orks for the m onths 
of July. August and September of this 
year. The value thereof was $5,087 87. It 
seems that when the agreement was en­ 
tered into the Trustees agreed to pay the 
bill at the end of each m onth. Several 
formal demands have been made by the 
H untington-H opkins Company for 
the 
money, but no action has been taken on 
them . 
Mr. Ingram , of the firm, was present, 
and said he merely wanted to ask the Board 
to live up to its contract. He would be 
willing to continue supplying the coal if 
the Trus tees would hereafter pay the bills 
m onthly, and at the same tim e settle one of 
the old bills, until all were paid. 
Trustee W olf said he would endeavor to 
do so if m oney was at hand, and the m at­ 
ter was dropped for the present. 
Yesterday was the day on which Colonel 
McNasser and Mr. N ottingham were cited 
to appear before the Boara to explain why 
they had laid their stone sidewalks on dit- 
ferent grades. The walks adjoin one an­ 
other, and are on Tenth street, between L 
and M. One is about an inch higher than 
the other. 
Colonel McNasser was present yesterday, 
but Mr. N ottingham was not. This was 
the second tim e that the latter had been 
cited to appear, and Mayor Gregory con­ 
cluded to take the m atter up in his ab­ 
sence. 
Mr. McNasser explained how his walk 
had been laid down, from the beginning, 
and showed that he had got the grade from 
the City Surveyor and laid his walk, some 
260 feet, in accordance with the line estab­ 
lished. 
H e stated that Mr. Nottingham 
had tried to m ake trouble all the time, and 
had even made a proposition that if he 
(McNasser) would pay liim $250 he would 
put his walk up to the grade of that adjoin­ 
ing. 
McNasser refused, and Nottingham 
laid his walk on a grade which he bad ob­ 
tained from a surveyor. Near where his 
walk adjoined McNasser’s he raised it one- 
fifth of an inch. This, McNasser aaid, was 
the statem ent_of the m an who laid the 
walk. 
Mayor Gregory stated th at he had w rit­ 
ten to Nottingham , asking him to slope 
his walk so as to m ake no step-off between 
the two, but Nothingham wrote an insult­ 
ing reply to him . 
Trustee M cLaughlin thoueht the sur­ 
veyors who had worked on the two walks 
should be sum m oned before the Board, 
and it was so ordered, and when Mr. Bas­ 
sett, the former City Engineer, returns to 
the city, the m atter will be again taken up. 
Form al charges in writing were presented 
to the Board by a Mr. Bergman, charging 
the gardener of the Plaza with hounding 
him about and insulting him frequent’y 
w ithout cause. The gardener was not pres­ 
ent, and the m atter waa laid over until 
afternoon. 
Resolutions of intention 
were passed 
ordering T hirteenth street, front K to L, 
and K, from Tw enty-sixth to Twenty- 
eighth, graded and graveled. 
Fifteenth street, from H to L, was or­ 
dered graded and graveled, and also S 
street, from Fourth to Second. 
T he Sidewalk Inspector handed in a list 
of all the sidewalks in the city that needed 
repairs. The list was a long one, and is 
evidence that tbe Inspector has a very 
poor opinion of the people as sidewalk 
builders. 
A t the afternoon session the investiga­ 
tion of Bergman's charges was taken up. 
Bergman claimed that Boylan, the gar­ 
dener, had singled him out of all the peo­ 
ple who visited the Park and kept hound­ 
ing him about whenever he entered. The 
reason, Bergman claimed, is that he dipped 
his fingers in the drinking fountain several 
weeks ago. 
Boylan's side of the story was quite dif­ 
ferent. H e stated th at Bergmau was a 
nuisance around the Park, and was in the 
habit of scattering papers about the grass 
for the evident purpose of annoying him 
(Boylan). 
Trustees W olf and M cLaughlin were in­ 
clined to think the m atter trifling. Berg­ 
man, however, wanted tim e to bring wit­ 
nesses to prove what he said was true, aud 
for bis benefit the m atter was laid over for 
one week. 


IT WAS SUICIDE. 


The Coroner's Jury So Finds In the Case 
o f Joseph Sm ith. 
Coroner Clark held an inquest yesterday 
in tbe case of Joseph Sm ith, the hackm an 
who attempted to m urder his former wife 
and then shot him self on Saturday last. 
Albert Sm ith, a brother of the deceased, 
was the first witness examined. 
He testi­ 
fied that tbe deceased was born in Sacra­ 
mento on July 27,1860. H e also identified 
the letter left by his brother announcing 
bis ¡Dtention to commit suicide as being in 
his brother's handwriting. 
Phil Gebhard, the young m an who is u n ­ 
der arrest on suspicion of being implicated 
in Sm ith’s death, testified as follows : 
"I 
knew Joseph Sm ith in his lifetime for 
about one year. I knew his wife, too. I 
m et her on L street about thirteen m ouths 
ago. I was at Mollie Brown’s house, 125 
L street, on Saturday at about 9 a. m. 
I in­ 
tended to go back to Stockton, and Mrs. 
Sm ith had told me on Friday to come and 
see her before I left. I stayed in Mollie 
Brown’s house for about an hour. 
W hen 
Mrs. Sm ith got up I knocked at her door, 
and got no answer. I looked in her w in­ 
dow, when I heard her scream. 
I ran 
back 
to 
Brown’s, and 
was 
standing 
in her front door when I beard the first 
shot. I ran through to the back door of 
Brown’s house aDd then I heard the second 
shot. Then I ran out of the house and 
toward Second street, and then I beard the 
third shot. I did not see the shooting. I 
did not know Joe Sm ith was in the house 
with Mrs. Sm ith until I beard her cry, ’Joe. 
don't.’ That was when I was standing on 
the sidewalk near her window. 
I ran 
away because Joe 8 m ith had threatened to 
kill me, and I was pretty sure when I 
heard the shooting that he was doiDg it.” 
Mollie Brown’s testimony was substan­ 
tially the same as the statem ent made by 
her on the day of the shooting, and was 
in corroboration of Gebhard’s testimony. 
Dr. W hite testified as before regarding 
tbe result of the autopsy, and the state­ 
m ent of Mrs. Sm ith made shortly after 
the shooting was also placed in evidence. 
After a brief deliberation the jury found 
that Sm ith came to his death from irjaries 
inflicted by himself with suicidal intent. 


HEAVIEST IN FORTY YEARS. 


Yesterday's Terrifle Storm B eats the Oc­ 
tober R ecord for Forty Years. 
The Signal Service reports up to 5 o'clock 
last night show a low barometer, but on 
the rise, it having risen quite rapidly on 
Sunday night. In fact, it rose about as fast 
as it fell on Saturday night. The fall was 
so low that the rise of yesterday did not 
m ake the barometer high. 8uch sudden 
chaDges, either up or dowD, are meteoro­ 
logical adm onitions of a very unsettled 
s’ate of the weather, and portend no g'iod. 
Tne Indication Offizer at San Francisco, 
L ieutenant Maxfield, predicts fair weather 
to-day (Tuesday). This being the third 
day, it is no doubt tim e that the center of 
the cvc'onic m ovement should be carried 
eastward by the atmospheric currents in 
the m iddle latitudes. 
The total rainfall yesterday wa9 102 
inches, m aking 3 36 inches for this m onth 
an ! this season, as against .55 of an inch to 
a.i equal date last year,

The highest and 
lowest tem perature 
ypsierday was 
64° end 56°, wiih brisk 
southerly winds and storm y weather, wiih 


thunder and lightning b e tw e e n 2:20 aud 
3:39 p. m., "w hen the thunder rolled, light­ 
ning flashed and rain came down in tor­ 
rents.” The highest aDd lowest la st ye r 
on the same date was 78° and 52°. The 
highest and lowest one year ago waa 85° 
and 55°. 
The tem perature yesterday at 5 
a .m . and 5 p. m was 57° and 60°, respect­ 
ively. 
We have now w ithin .09 of an inch as 
much rain as in October, 1876, which was 
the wettest one in lorty years, aD d no 
doubt there will be much more than .09 of 
an inch of rain precipitated during last 
night after the 5 p. 
m . measurement. 
The 
average rainfall for October for forty years 
is .66 of an inch. 


AMUSKM H.NT8. 


A larger audience than it was supposed 
would come out through the storm wit­ 
nessed H enry Chanfrau’s presentation of 
“ K it” at the Opera House last night. It 
is not the “ K it ” the elder Chanfrau made 
famous, but it is quite as sensational a 
melo-drama, full to the brim w ith bowie 
knives and revolvers, of gam bling scenes 
and thp rough life of early days on the 
lower Mississippi. 
Mr. Chanfrau’s method 
resembles his father's in m any respects. 
H e is 
pains-taking, self-possessed, and 
draws a very life-like picture of the “K its” 
of rude Southern tradition, who went 
through the world chivalrously, recklessly, 
roughly, and fearless of men. 
Miss Bran­ 
don afforded him good support. In the 
troupe, in addition, are those thoroughly 
experienced stage people, Scott Cooper, 
R. C. W hite and Gerald Stnart. 
W hite’s 
Judge Suggs 
is 
a 
creation—the 
dis­ 
sipated, decayed, but witty old bum mer, 
but one who has seen fair weather days, 
was never detter portrayed. It is quite 
worth sitting through the play to see W hite 
present the character. 
Alice Carmen, J. 
Armstrong, F. D. Riddell and R. C. Fergu­ 
son had parts of but m inor importance. It 
is probably not young Mr. Buckley’s fault 
that he is placed in a position he cannot fill. 
Capitally played as are tbe Major of Gerald 
Stuart and the Judge of Mr. W hite, they 
are made too prom inent, absorbing fully 
half of the tim e of the performance. The 
explosion on the steam er was poorly m an­ 
aged. 
It would be better to riDg down the 
curtain sim ultaneously w ith the explosion 
and not attem pt to depict tbe results.

A R IZ O N A T E R R IT O R Y . 


G overn or L ew is W elH ey M ak es H is A n ­ 
im a l S ta tistic a l R ep o rt. 
W ashington, O ctober 21sL -L ew is Wo!hey, 
G overnor o f Arizona, to-day subm itted his an 
n u al report to th e secretary of th e Interior. 
C oncerning th e M ormons, th e G overnor sa y s: 
“ A rizona had a law disenfranchising all w ho 
practiced or tau g h t or encouraged polygam y. 
T h e tlrst legislative Act signed by m y late p re­ 
decessor was the repeal of th a t Act. I request 
an d urge congress to repeal the repealing Act 
a n d re-estab’isb th e above T erritorial law. 
"Politically, th e M ormons 
seem 
to have 
adopted the plan of sending colonies or 'stakes' 
to surrounding T erritories in sufficient num bers 
to form th e balance o f pow er betw een the two 
political parties. They are w illing to trade 
w ith either, bu t rem ain true ouly so long as the 
interests o f the c h u rch are best served. 
• The ch u rch is th e ir law , an d all other law is 
subservient to th e orders of the church. The 
M orm ons in th is T erritory num ber sb o o t 8,000, 
T he total tax ab le property of the T erritory is 
given at *24,575,692. T he total T erritorial in ­ 
debtedness is $792,000. Total T erritorial county 
a n d city indebtedness, about $2,902,910.” 
T he G overnor 
requests 
th a t Congress be 
asked to pass th e necessary Act allow ing the 
T erritory to issue long tim e bonds, say titty 
years bonds. 
He says he is assured these could 
be neg d ialed a t probab'y four p er cent., cer­ 
tainly not to exceed five per cent. 
T he acreage o f land entries for th e year ag­ 
gregate 500,798 acres, valued at $50.081. 
The Governor urges th a t the A tlantic an d P a­ 
cific Railroad lauds be surveyed, as a failure so 
to do virtually w ithdraw s from settlem ent one- 
h a lf o f tbe entire belt ot land one hu n d red 
m iles w ide by th e full w idth of the Territory, 
except sm all portions now surveyed. 
T he Governor says: “Except the shipm ent of 
o re A rizona cannot be said to have any export 
com m erce, not th a t she is w ithout articles to 
export but for th e reason th a t rates of railroad 
transportation are too high to perm it it.” 
“ We need,” he added, “and m ust have tw o 
lines ol north an d south railroads to connect 
w ith th e two cast an d west transcontinental 
railroads, and these two north a n d south roads 
restricted to m oderate rates.” 
A griculture is in a fairly prosperous condition. 
Stock-raising is one oí the leading industries. 
W hile the r rice of beef has steadily declined 
the increase in the num ber has been so great 
th a t the assessable value o f th e aggregate herds 
is well sustained. 
M ining has had a h ealth y grow th durin g th e 
last year. The m ineral products for the year 1886 
are given as follows: Copper, 31.797.3j0 pounds; 
gold, $850.003: silver, $560,000. 
With better railro ad facilities th e G overnor 
th in k s th e m ineral output would be greatly in ­ 
creased. 
The school sydcm in Arizona, the G overnor 
says, is an excellent one, an d being liberally 
and fairly carried out

Washington, O ctober 21st —T here was an in 
teresting case before th e Treasury D epartm ent 
Saturday. 
Several m onths ago th e Pension 
A gent at San Francisco issued a check in favor 
o f a pensioner, bu t neglected to fill in the 
am ount. The recipient did it tor th e Agent but 
Instead of p utting in the proper am ount (about 
$18), filled it o u t for som ething over $1,230. 
He presented it a t a bank in N evada, properly 
indorsed, and as there was a p p iren tly nothing 
w rong about it, received Daym ent to its face 
value. In the regular course of business the 
ban k transm itted th e check to W ells, Fargo it 
Co., its San Francisco correspondents, for col­ 
lection. 
It wo* th en presented to th e A ssistant Treas­ 
urer. T hat official paid it on th e strength of 
th e indorsem ent of Wells. Fargo & Co. The 
fraudulent ch aracter of the cheek was discov­ 
ered soon alter an d the A ssistant 1 reasurer 
m ade a dem and upon Wells, Fargo & Co. for the 
repaym ent o f the m oney in excess of the real 
value of th e check. 
They denied all responsibility in the transac­ 
tion, an d refused to com ply w ith the dem and. 
Subsequently a T reasury d raft in favor of 
W ells, Fargo £ Co. for an am ount m uch greater 
th a n th a t involved in th e other transaction 
cam e into the A ssistant T reasurer’s possession, 
an d in m aking paym ent upon it he deducted 
th e am ount of overpaym ent of the previous 
check.
